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$46K stolen from Los Alamitos dorms 


The money belonged to the international 
educational program, Education First.

A safe and cashbox containing 
approximately $46,000 in cash were 
stolen from the Los Alamitos resi- 
dence halls this weekend, according 


to University Police. 

University Police responded to a 
call about the theft at 9:05 a.m. Sun- 
day, but no suspects are currently 
identified in the case. 

The safe contained $45,000 of 
housing deposits that belonged to 
the international educational pro- 
gram, Education First, which is con- 
tracted to use the Los Cerritos and 


Los Alamitos residence halls for 
about 450 students throughout the 
summer, according to EF’s Center 
Manager Faith Marquez. The cash- 
box contained another $1,000 for the 
program’s operational expenditures. 

According to Marquez, the safe 
and cashbox had been secured in a 
wooden cupboard with a cable lock 
in EF’s makeshift office in a dorm 
room on the building’s first floor 
Saturday night. Marquez said she 
last held the safes at 10:30 p.m. 
Saturday before doing her nightly 


rounds and clocking out around 
midnight. 

Marquez said she realized the 
next morning that the safes were 
missing. 

“I went to assist other leaders and 
came back around 9:30 a.m. because 
I wanted to put some receipts in the 
safe,” Marquez said. “That’s when I 
noticed the cable lock was unlocked, 
and the safes containing the cash 
were gone.” 

According to EF Activities Man- 
ager Justin Magee, the robbery has 


left many members of the EF staff 
unsettled. Very few people had ac- 
cess to the room where the safes 
were held, and EF staff was in close 
proximity to the office late into the 
night. 

Magee said he was finishing work 
in the room adjacent to the make- 
shift office until 1:30 a.m. and didn’t 
notice anything strange throughout 
the night.

$100K grant

Two Cal State Long Beach pro- 
fessors were awarded a $100,000 
grant to fund and carry out re- 
search on Lesson Study, an in- 
creasingly popular form of profes- 
sional development for teachers 
that uses collaboration to create 
lesson plans. 

Lesson Study is a professional 
development method for teachers, 
according to CSULB professor and 
co-author of the research proposal 
Hiromi Masunaga. Through Les- 
son Study, teachers discuss and 
plan a single lesson, then dissect 
that lesson plan again after using 
it. 

Through 100Kin10, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago offered grants 
for research proposals that aim 
to develop a “gold standard” for 
Lesson Study research, according 
to CSULB Dean of the College 
of Education Marquita Grenot- 
Scheyer. 

100Kin10 is a national group of 
funders working together to sup- 
port teacher preparation in the sci- 
ence, technology, engineering and 
mathematics fields. 

With 100Kin10’s funding, the 
University of Chicago received 
research proposals from a num- 
ber of universities across the 
nation to develop this “gold stan- 
dard,” and the CSULB proposal 
won a grant, 

“We won the competition because 
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women faculty, especially those in 
[the science, technology, engineering 
and math fields], should want to do 
because of the underrepresentation of 
women in engineering.” 

Gossage said that about 10 percent 
of professional engineers are women 
and that gender-specific career ste- 
reotypes tend to discourage young 
girls from the engineering field. This, 
she said, compelled her and two other 
mechanical and aerospace engineer- 
ing professors, Panadda Marayong 
and Bei Lu, to start the program. 

Girls who participated in the pro- 
gram were selected from the top 10 
percent of their class at their respec- 
tive schools, according to Gossage. 
For three days, the girls stayed in 
Building M of Parkside College along 
with one parent and an educator from 
their school.

Trial date set for driver involved in 
Feb. 4 Elizabeth Ramos accident

When a car struck senior nutri- 
tion major Elizabeth Ramos as she 
jogged along Bellflower Boulevard, 
she landed almost 80 feet from the 
site of the accident, according to her 
attorney, Jerome J. Konell. 


Since the accident, the Long Beach 
City Prosecutor has charged the 
driver who allegedly hit Ramos with 
speeding and running a red light. The 
driver involved in the case, 78-year- 
old Aliasghar Vahdatiasl, has plead- 
ed not guilty to the charges. 

On Friday, Judge Laura Laesecke 
scheduled the trial to begin Aug. 22 
at the Long Beach Courthouse. 

On Feb. 4, Ramos was hit by a car on 
the corner of Bellflower Boulevard and 


Beach Drive. She was admitted to St. 
Mary Medical Center in Long Beach, 
where doctors sedated her and placed 
her on oxygen support. She wasn’t able 
to speak again until March 11. 

According to Konell, Ramos suf- 
fered multiple injuries from the ac- 
cident, including head trauma, a 
broken collarbone, broken ribs, a col- 
lapsed lung, major damage to her left 
arm, a broken hip and a severed left 
leg, which the doctors saved. 
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the University of Chicago thought it 
was a strong design and wanted to 
work with us on it’ CSULB professor 
Linda Symcox said. 

As part of their research, Masu- 
naga and Symcox will ask teachers 
to observe their peers teach with 
Lesson Study so they can later of- 
fer constructive criticism to one an- 
other. 

The duo’s experimental study 
design will soon be used in seven 
different elementary schools in the 
Little Lake City School District in 
Santa Fe Springs, Calif., according 
to Symcox. 

Half of the teachers participating 
in the research will receive Lesson 


Study sessions in mathematics over 
the course of one academic year, 
while the other half will not, ac- 
cording to Symcox. The two groups 
will be compared in categories, such 
as student engagement and content 
learned. 

After the study’s information has 
been gathered, the University of Chi- 
cago will then conduct an in-depth 
analysis of the research findings, ac- 
cording to Symcox and Masunaga. 

Masunaga, who has taught in Ja- 
pan and used Lesson Study before, 
said the practice was beneficial to 
her and that she thinks using it in 
more American schools would result 
in noticeable benefits. 

“T learned a lot from communicat- 
ing with a lot of great educators,” she 
said. “It was really safe and warm 
and supporting. I felt very engaged 
by participating in that manner.” 


Masunaga and Symcox’s study 
comes on the heels of the Common 
Core Standards, a new, nationally set 
academic standard that was created 
after observing how nations leading 
in mathematics and science teach 
those subjects in school, Masunaga 
said. Forty-six states have adopted 
the Common Core Standards, which 
emphasize critical thinking and 
problem solving, not just finding the 
right answer, Symcox said. 

“In the U.S. we’ve always been 
in hurry to get an answer,” Symcox 
said. “Now this says, wait a minute, 
it’s more important how a student 
gets the answer than the answer it- 
self.” 

According to Masunaga, their 
study could help schools nationwide 
to better meet the Common Core 
Standards. 

Symcox said her and Masunaga’s 


study also addresses a key issue in 
teaching: that teachers usually don’t 
get to watch other teachers teach. 

“If you think of a teacher, they’re 
alone in a classroom with 35 kids all 
day, and they rarely have the oppor- 
tunity to see their peers teaching,” 
Symcox said. “The opportunity to 
have a professional learning com- 
munity in your school, that’s a very 
powerful experience that is not part 
of the normal school day.” 

Grenot-Scheyer said that Symcox 
and Masunaga deserve recognition 
for the work they produced. 

“The faculty members deserve 
a ton of credit given the work that 
they’ve done,” she said. “The fact 
that Little Lake wanted to join us 
in this endeavor is indicative of our 
strength in the field,” she said. “I’m 
very proud of the work of our fac- 
ulty.”

Illegal sterilization procedures in prisons deserve more attention 


When confronted with the phrase “illegal steril- 
ization,” images of crude, clinical techniques often 
come to mind but are immediately shelved away. 

After all, it’s 2013 and a barbaric practice like 
forced sterilization has been out of the public eye 
for decades, since the repealing of a law in 1979 
effectively banned the practice in the State of 
California. 

Or so it was believed. 

Last week, the Center for Investigative 
Reporting issued a report that found that more 
than 148 illegal sterilization procedures were 
performed between 2006 and 2010 in women’s 
prisons. 

While the 1979 sterilization law prevents doc- 
tors from pressuring female inmates to receive 
the procedure during childbirth, procedures still 
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took place nonetheless. 

While sterilization can still be performed, it 
must be done with the full consent of the indi- 
vidual or with approval from the state. 

Instead, some doctors performed proce- 
dures on women who 
had multiple children or 
were deemed likely to be 
a repeat offender with 
the argument that the 
procedures had been carried out only in the 
event of a “medical emergency,” according to 
the report. 

From 1997 to 2010, the State of California paid 
$147,460 to doctors who performed sterilization 
procedures in prisons.

in Chowchilla, Calif., was interviewed by the 
CIR for the report. 
Heinrich defended the sterilization procedures 
from a sociologically financial standpoint. 
“Over a 10-year period, that isn’t a huge 
amount of money,” 
Heinrich said to the

you save in welfare pay- 
ing for these unwanted 
children — as they procreated more.” 
Heinrich’s message is a chilling reminder 
from California’s dark history, which included 
laws that began in support of eugenics pro- 
grams dating back more than a century ago. 
According to the CIR report, Heinrich justified 
the procedures by saying he provided “an im- 
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portant service to poor women who faced health 
risks in future pregnancies.” 

Due to employee confidentiality laws, it is un- 
known if Heinrich was ever placed under review 
for the procedures he performed. 

Although the issue did make some headlines, 
outrage over the sterilizations should be more 
prominent. 

Doctors abusing their privileges should be held 
liable for their actions. 

Instead of reversing medical progress in 
the state, California lawmakers should further 
investigate the issue brought forth by the CIR and 
bring criminal charges if necessary.

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Gay marriage rulings don’t blur line between church and state 


Victory! 

The fight for marriage equality for same-sex 
couples has come to a stop — for the moment — 
in California, and it’s about time. 

Like all good things, there cannot be victory 
without some naysayers, and in this case, re- 
cent decisions by the U.S. Supreme Court have 
brought about many of them. 

In the time since the Supreme Court essen- 
tially overturned Proposition 8 and repealed a 
piece of the Defense of Marriage Act (DOMA), 
I have noticed that there has been common 
criticism coming from radio talk shows, par- 
ticularly those for Hispanic audiences. 

The argument, among these audiences, is that 
the Supreme Court’s actions blurred the separa- 
tion between church and state. 

And yet, the question of allowing gay marriage 


is an ethical issue that does not in any way infil- 
trate the church’s rule. 

After all, the separation of church and state has 
nothing to do with allowing unity between two 
people. 

In fact, the Supreme Court’s actions have 
served to emphasize a 
separation of church and 
state. 

The Supreme Court’s 
actions allow for same- 
sex married couples — in states where same- 
sex marriage is legal — to receive the federal 
benefits that heterosexual couples normally 
receive. 

These benefits include but are not limited to 
those pertaining to taxes, immigration, emergen- 
cy medical decisions and family visitation. 


Before the repeal of a key aspect of DOMA, if 
a gay person’s partner died, the remaining partner 
would not be able to receive any of the benefits 
mentioned above. 

In addition, the partner could be denied the 
right to see their loved one in a hospital after 

his or her death. 
To critics who say that

ings violate the separation 

between church and state, 
the Establishment Clause of the First Amend- 
ment validates the court’s actions. 

The Establishment Clause states that “laws and 
policies [must] have a secular purpose [and] not 
be based on religious rationales.” 

The Supreme Court’s ruling did not blur the 
line between church and state because it did not 


approve or disapprove of anything based on “reli- 
gious rationales.” 

Instead, the court’s ruling was based entirely 
on an issue of equality. Legally married same-sex 
couples were deprived of federal recognition, 
which is unquestionably given to married hetero- 
sexual couples. 

And besides, weren’t same-sex couples denied 
these rights because of religious rationale? 

If anything, the Supreme Court has drawn a 
clear line between church and state here. 

By giving same-sex couples the right to marry 
in California and have their marriage be federally 
recognized, the Supreme Court honored its com- 
mitment to equality.

Sikhs should be allowed in U.S. Army under religious exemption 


To those who say discrimination ended long 
ago, think again. 

As we speak, a small group of Sikhs in 
America are facing obstacles when it comes to 
joining the armed forces. Since 1984, Sikhs have 
not been allowed to serve in the military because 
of their unshorn beards and length of hair. 

Though seemingly unrelated, the Sikhs’ fight 
against the military has many parallels to what 
Martin Luther King Jr. and:his followers faced 
more than 50 years ago. 

After having been arrested and thrown into 
an Alabama jail in April 1963, King wrote some 
of the most iconic and profound words regarding 
civil rights in American history. 

“Injustice anywhere is a threat to justice every- 
where,” King wrote. 

His words, part of the larger “Letter From a 
Birmingham Jail,” accurately and fairly summed 
up what many in the African-American commu- 
nity were facing in the turbulent 1960s. 

Although it has been more than 50 years 
since those fateful words were written, their 
significance is no less important to Sikhs. 

Since 1984, followers of Sikhism have been 
discriminated against by some in the armed 
forces. » 

For centuries, Sikh men have grown their 
beards and hair in observance of their religion. 

Although it clashed with U.S. Army policy, 


Sikhs with unshorn beards and long, turban- 
bound hair were allowed to serve in the U.S. 
military prior to 1984, according to the U.S. 
Army website. 

Under the religious exemption clause, Sikh 
men were allowed to serve and fight alongside 
their clean-shaven peers. 

When Gen. John A. Wickham Jr. took over as 
Chief of Staff of the U.S. Army in 1984, however, 
the policy changed, and Sikhs lost their religious ex- 
emption status, according to the U.S. Army website. 

Reasons for the current ban on 
Sikhs, according to an article from 
The New York Times, include con- 
cerns of whether Sikhs can wear 
helmets and gas masks safely. 

In addition, critics of Sikhs entering the military 
have said that unshorn beards and long hair violate 
the U.S. Army’s infamous grooming policy. 

Although the number of Sikhs being denied 
entry to the armed forces is very low, the act of 
barring them is a blatant disgrace to this country. 

Since this country was founded, religious free- 
dom and tolerance have been vicariously touted 
as one of this country’s greatest attributes. 

People from all walks of life, regardless of 


. their religious affiliation, have been able to adapt 


into American society. 
To Sikh men, unshorn beards and long hair are 
an observance of their religion.

Why can’t the armed forces allow Sikh men 
(and women) to serve in the military under the 
religious exemption clause? 

Surely a country of profound religious freedom 
would be willing to exercise such an exemption for 
a group of able-bodied and willing Americans. 

For two years, Maj. Kamaljeet Singh Kalsi, a 
Sikh, fought for a religious exemption so that he 
could join the armed forces, according to The 
New York Times. 

After many petitions and Congressional | 
letters, Kalsi was granted a 
religious exemption and was 
allowed to join the armed 
forces, turban and all. 

Kalsi, who spent seven 
months serving in Afghanistan, wore a helmet over 
his turban and even created a camouflage-style 
turban to honor the Army, according to The New 
York Times. 

Clearly, Sikhs like Kalsi, who is also a Bronze 
Star recipient, have demonstrated that wearing a 
helmet over one’s turban is feasible. 

Can a gas mask fit over a Sikh man’s beard? 

In countries like Israel, Sikh men have suc- 
cessfully worn masks over their beards. 

If a Sikh man can safely wear a helmet over 
his turban and a gas mask over his beard, then 
there is no logical reason as to why they would 
not be able to serve. 
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When former President Harry S. Truman 
desegregated the armed forces in 1948, he said 
that “there shall be equality of treatment and op- 
portunity for all persons ... without regard to race, 
color, religion or national origin.” 

Clearly, the armed forces have discriminated 
against Sikhs wishing to join the military. 

In the past few years, the federal government 
and military have worked to repeal “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” as well as allow females to serve on 
the front-lines alongside their male counter- 
parts. 

So why can’t the military, in accordance with 
its previous landmark rulings, allow willing, 
able-bodied Sikh men to serve under the religious 
exemption clause? 

By granting Sikhs a religious exemption, the 
military would further strengthen its diverse 
population. 

Since it has been successfully demonstrated 
that Sikhs like Kalsi can wear helmets and gas 
masks safely, the military’s argument against 
them joining is essentially moot. 

In the words of King from his “Letter From 
a Birmingham Jail,” “let us all hope that the 
dark clouds ... will soon pass away and the deep 
fog of misunderstanding will be lifted from our 
fear drenched communities.”

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Brandon Boyd’s second EP wavers musically 


The CD exemplifies 
Boyd’s drastic 

evolution from rock 
tracks to pop songs.

It isn’t always a smart move when a 
lead vocalist of a top-notch rock band 
decides to push his luck by creating a 
second solo album. 

With not much music news from 
Incubus, Brandon Boyd has taken the 
initiative once again to create his sopho- 
more solo album “Sons of the Sea Com- 
pass” by releasing an EP with four tracks 
before revealing the entire album. 


After Boyd’s debut album, “The Wild . 


Trapeze,” it was a pleasant surprise to 
hear that Boyd has more talents than 
simply singing and occasionally play- 
ing the djembe. In “The Wild Trapeze,” 
Boyd played all instruments ranging 
from bass guitar to a tambourine. 

His first release also allowed the 
vocalist to explore a different musi- 
cal style and create a 10-song album 
with rock songs that relied heavily on 
the raw, stripped down sound of fuzzy 
distortion instead of perfecting it with 
overproduction. i 

The “Songs of the Sea Compass” EP 
kicks off with “Space & Time,” a ditty 
with an off-beat piano melody accom- 
panied with funky space-like sounds. 

From the start, Boyd’s second release 
is radically different from what he usually 
creates. Lyrically, Boyd uses a shipwreck 
as a metaphor for wavering love, which is 
an apparent theme throughout the EP. 

“Come Together,” an upbeat and pop- 
py track, is brought down by its lyrically 
flat lines like “How in the world did you 
get to be so fine?/’ Til we both are painted 
by morning light/Whoever made you 
must’ve had a talent for high design.” 

Besides Boyd’s vocals, “Come To-

The EP’s final track, “Lady Black,” 
features producer Brendan O’Brien who 
has previously worked with Incubus and 
other musicians like Bruce Springsteen 
and Rage Against the Machine. 

’ O’Brien’s contribution to “Lady 
Black” significantly saved the direc- 
tion of Boyd’s EP. While it isn’t a 
full-flledged rock tune, it doesn’t com- 
pletely fall under a pop song category 


and instead creates a soft, melodic beat 
complimenting Boyd’s crooning. 

Despite this last-minute recovery, 
though, all of Boyd’s tracks sound over- 
produced, relying heavily on layering 
chorused vocals and backing beats and 
keys. It’s disappointing to hear the pop 
genre dominating the EP, but “Lady 
Black” gives a glimmer of hope for the 
full album.
